Icis 
true, the Ignorance of the diſeaſe is not 
here ſo dangerous as in common Phy- 
| fick, becauſe we nere uſe external Me- 
dicines, and alwaves comiorting z and 
there internal, and for the moſt part not 
void of poy{onous qualicies;but though 
it be not dangerous to the Patient, yet 
1 it may be a ſhame to the Phyfitian. He 
then that is well ſeen in the knowledge 
of diſeaſes, let him next ſeek the part 
firſt and principally feed ; for if this 
be unknown , he ſhall never doe any

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thing to the purpoſe. He muſt alſo have 
abſolute knowledge of Simples , and 
know as well the interna] as external

ſidered, thaiti.erc are very few Simples 
violently purging, that doe not hurt the 
vical fpirit by their great provortion of 


yencenofity. Secondly; th:reis not yet 


(found any medicine purging magneti- 
cally (except ſome ointmenrs Cunmon= 


Iy known) which utterly wants all ve- 
nemous qualities; and theretore | would 
have chem quite forburne, becauſe they 
may be caute of more miſchief, then if 
they were given inwardly : But uvguents 
or oyIs may be commodiouſly uſed , if 
che diſeaſe lurk in the ſtomach, inte- 
ftines, meſcraicks. I will give an exam- 
ple of one that doth gently looſe the 
belly : Take Aloes hepatick , Ib x.

not this by way of corroboracing th 
ſpirit, it appeares In that, it one Carr) 
it too long about him,it breeds a dange- 
rous flux.

have ordained ſomewhat to that pur- 
poſe, who labours rather-to keep the 
chariot of life with the body :*Moreo- 
ver, they as how any man dares beſo 
bold to draw blood from a cac6chys 
mick body, ſecing thetuſelves grant tru» 
ly that blood is the bridle of the hu- 
mours ; they will ſay war narnre being 
disburthened, will the ſpecdicr riſe up 
againſt the humours; bur fooliſhly : as 
if one ſhould take away a ſouldiers wea- 
pons, and thei; bid him to ſet upon the 
Enemy, promiling him by this meancs 
the Vikory , would you not think 
him mac ? How mich lefſe is he, that 
robbing nature of hcr Armes, bids her 

| make 
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make head againft the enemy 2 yea, bue 
many have amended upon letting 
blood. I deny itnot; but that was not 
the cauſe of the recovery, but natural 
heat, or the vital ſpirit ftirred up by 
motion , ſet upon, and conquered the 
diſeaſe; which heat by any oiher mori? 
on, might have been better ftirred up, 
eſpecially by Purgation at the begin= 
ning , when there was ftr.ngth ; by 
which means there is not only induced 
a motion exciting the ſpirit, bur alſo 
the cauſe of the diſeaſe being partly ta- 
ken away , the part is much rejjeved. 


Thus you fce the madnefſe of them that 
are ſo forward upon every occaſion, 


time, and age, to Jet blood ; whereup- 


on, how many dangers follow, I appeal 


to Expcrience, Ard this is the true 
cauſe why Feave: 5 are ſo ſfeldome cu- 
red. 

But is Fhicbotomy wholly to be cgn» 
dernec ? Is ir not in ſome cauſes Jaw= 
full for. a Fkyfriian that follows nature, 
ſeeing th2t {he in /ome caſes (as by blee- 
ding >r the nofe, &c.) expels blood that 
is roubleſome? Yes, 1tis at ſometimes, 
and upon fome occafjons needful z but 
the conditions ought to be obſerved,

chat are fetchrt out of the cabiner of na« 
ture. Firſt, that it be never done but 
in a fanguine body not too much filled 
with preternatural humours. Second- 
Iy, that it be done whilcſi the ſtrength

comprehended the age, {cx, time of the 
diſcaſe and year, which when they wea- 
ken forbid Phleboromy : Thiraly, that 
it never be done ſuccet]ively, that is, 
twodayes together, let Aviccr ſay what 
he will; for a double motion 1s too 
great, and operates too violently , e 
fpecially in Feavers, and troubles na- 
rure very much. Fol thly, in particu: 
tar irruptions, either in their making; or 
already made, you may doe it more 
freely, VFifchly, in diverſton , if the 
diſcaſe require It. Sixthly, In Feavers, 
when nature ſhewes the way by blecding 
at the noſe, or at other paſſages, provi- 
d& it ſhe doe not evacuate enough of 
her own accord. Sevenrhly, if the n- 
tuca] flux of women be ſtayed, it is per- 
mitted (until nature can by fit medi- 
cines be brought to her courſeYfor the 
avoyding of difſeafcs : but there muſt 
great care be taken to open the paſlages; 
for nature knows better how to go- 
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pausrne her ſelfe then we dge. Andin 
theſe caſes, andupon Tele conditions, 
it is permitted z but except in a caſe 
where a particular irruption urgeth, ag 
ſometime in a Pleuriſie and a Squinan- 
cy, I would alwayes prefer Faſting be. 
fore Phlebotomy ; yet before this, if 
the indication command, I would free 
the body from the hamours ; for ſo na- 
ture would naturMy beeafed : I would 
Phyfici ns would follow nature , and 
leave off one to ſwear himſelfe a ſlave 
to Galen, another to Avicen, a third to 
Paracelſus : Theſe men were great , buit 
when they ſtrove to defend their owne 
Opinions, they often erred. So mach , 
oc. 
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Of Canteries. 


Auteries arenſed of many, that ei- 

ther know not, or conſider not why 
they uſe 1hem : And this manner of e- 
vacuation of ail now in ufe is leaft na- 
tural, eſpecially when it is uſed by way 
of preſervation; for it weakeneth the 
member , it opens a way for the vital 
ſpirit to goe out; It alters the whole 
body by waſting the natural heat; fo 
that almoſt all that uſe it, are either of 
ſhort life, or elſe growing fat, and di- 
ablcd for the duties of life, and fall ſoo- 
ner then they ſhould into old age; For 
whereas nature thought good at firſt 
to make ſo many EmunQuories for the 
body of man , theſe men by making 
more, ftir her up too much : Hath not 
God given medicines to purge the no- 
ccnt humours by natural EmunRuories 
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and we to meke others for our fclves, 
is this to follow nature , or ro goquite 
contrary to her ? They will ſay they do 
it to evacuate humors, which elſe would 
cauſe a diſeaſe : And have not we other 
meanes in imitation of nature to doe 
ic ? But if they be once evacuated , 
they will come againe , they will 
indeed , if thou know not how to 
fortifie nature : They are fooles, that 
intending to cure a diſeaſe, are conftrai- 
ned to make it far worſe : For my part 
I never ſaw any one by this meanes 
ſoundly eured; I have ſeen many weak- 
ned, But are theſe-Foxtenelle, as they 


call them, utterly ro be condemned 2? 


Surely if the humour be impa@ in a 
member not extremely ' weakened, per- 
adyenture I would admit them ; like- 
wiſe to intercept a humour conan 
toa weak part until the part be fortifi- 
ed : Al&6 in averſion thou maiſt uſe 
them fora time , but warily ; bur it is 
better altogether to forbeare them. It 
thou wilt follow the trivial wayes, then 
doe it. not' in a weak body, nor in a 
child, except for aſhorttime, nor in a 
weak member, nor in a body extremely 
cachochymical : Bur if thou doe uſe 

H2 them, 
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them , then handle the purulent matter 
that comes from them according tothe 
precepts of this Art, and apply to the 
wound thoſe things that are eſpecially 
proper to the diſeaſe, and then thou 
mayft doe wonders: Fhe ſame is to be 
underfltocod of blood drawn by Phlebo- 
tomy, by which thou mayſft doe great 
macters, as ſha]] be ſaid in the Chapter 
of Blood.

verſal chings : And ficſt the true bez9ur 
is to be admired, which without any 
preparation yields a fingular cordial, 
comforting the heart and principall 
members z yet experience ſhewes us that 
zt is much better when it is reduced to a

Anatomy of them. 

If thou therefore know any ſpecih- 
calls, contrary to any diſeaſes, apply 
them diligently, according to this Art 
to thoſe diſcafes whereto they are pro-

Thoſe that help by any known quali- 
ty,are not ſo much worth as to be taken 
into this Arr,for the matter of our Medi-

{ ons : But the creature or herb into which

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the diſeaſe is planted, languiſheth , and 
at the length, unlefle it be cured, dycth: 
And now here this caution is to be di- 
ligently obſerved, that we ftrive not in 
vaine for to tranſplant the diſeaſe into 
another creature which hath too ſtrong 
a ſpirit; tor rhe vitat ſpirit being ſame- 
rimes very ſtrong , reſiſts vehemently, 
and then all che preparation doth no 
good, But into Plants never ftrive to 
cranſplant the diſeaſe, unlefle it be in 
ſome property contrary to the diſeaſe; 
cipecially rake heed left it have any oc- 
culr quality contrary to the nature of 
man, or might by its too much violence 
Cafrer fr hath attracted the dif: aſe 
and as it were digeftcd it ) attract 
more then ic ſhould : For by tranſplan- 
cation, not only the evil, but the good 
is ſometimes attracted, and communit- 
cated to another : And from hence it is 
maniteft, that they thar cranſplant harr 
Into a Willow to make It graw, and 
leave 1t there Jonger Ten they ſhould, 
doe weaken the head, and dim the ſight;

To proceed, this Tranſplantation is. 


wo-told, Immediate, or Mediate : The 
Immediate is thar which is done to any 
living creature by Mummial things; for 
ſo the thing whereunto it is applyed, 
appropriates unto it felf, and converts 
into his own nature the good or evil 
uality of the Mummy ; and either 

beath the ſpiric from ſuch a quality, 
if it be evil; or appropriates to it ſelfe 
the ſpirit , if it be hurt by no «vil 
qualicy , and fortifies it ſelfe by this 
ſpirit, by meanes whereof it can bring 
in the qualities and temper of the bo- 
dy into'the thing whereinnto ir is ap- 
plyed : And that fhing, by meznes of 
theſe qualitics, unites the ſpirir into it ;

And left you ſhould here be deccived by 
the word Mummy , underſtand that it 
1s whatſoever is impregnated with the 
vital ſpizit, and can exhibit it naked- 
ly : Others have called the vital ſpirit 
it ſelfe Mummy yz but I conceive it not 
ſo diſtinft, Next, Medi-te tranſplan- 
| tation 
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tation is that which is done by imme. 
diate tranſplancation ; as if any qua- 
lity be tranſplanted into an herb con- 
venient, and that herb given to an a- 
nimal ; then the quallcy, or the Tpirit 
tranſplanted into that herb , will be 
traniplanted into the Animal to whom 
it is given : Andby tee meanes won-

Now the other part of this Art, cal- 
led Naked Application, is nothing elfe 
bu: the applying thoſe things to the 
Mummy which can either corre& the 
evil quality, or can draw the vital ſpi- 
rit off it ; by which laft meanes alſo 
immediate tranſplantation may be done 
as in ſome amatories it is manifeſt:

1s to benoted, that where thou defireft 
a durable cffe& theu make uſe of long 
lived trees,and wherea ſpeedy effe&, uſe 
them that-grow a pace, bue remember 
the caution before mentioned in thoſe 
that are of ceJerous growth (7. that 
as ſoon thou haſt thy deſire, to take our 
all thou pureſt in, «ſt rwo much attraci- 
on of the ſpirits hurt the patient. 

4. Irroration this is done, that by it 
tranſplantation may be perfe&ed : fo 
that every day thou ſhalt water fic and 
convenient herbs, or a tree, untill the 
diſeaſe be cured with the urine, ſweat, 
order, or the waſhings of the member,or 
whole body as occafton requires, either 
ſeverally or all mixed cogethes which 1s

beſt ; and this I would rather uſe as 
an help to the other, then alone. And 
here obſerve affoone as irrigation is per- 
formed, that thou cover all the earth 
ſo irrigated with new earth, leſt the Aire 
doe diſlipate the Mummial vertue before 
the planc attract and receive it. 

$; Incſcation is, when we give the 
Mummie to creatures for food ; for then 
the vitall heat of the creature unite; 
the Mummie to it ſelf, and correds it; 
appropriating tOlt ſelf the evill quality 
by which the ſpirit was diſezſed, and (0 
reſtores health to the body from whenct 
the Mumnie was extracted. But if the 
patient be not fully cured when the crea: 
cure is infefted and killed ; then you 
muſt give another beait a portion of 
like Mamme, and reiterate the operati- 
on till the party be whole. And in this 
caſ: blood rightly putrified, or to ſpeak 
more proper]y, fermented, is eſpecially 
to beuſcd : and yet there is no doubt

the Mummie, extraited by the Magner. 
Some have uſed to give the blood, being 
warme from the vein,with good ſucceflc 
to a dog ora ſwine, which though it

faſt locked up and fettered )yet it. is con- 
firmed by experience that it hath much 
adjuvartcd and furthered the cure, And 
by this operation naturall Philcres are 
performed, and yet I know that love 
may be procured by meere applicati- 
on : But I dare deliver no more of natu- 
rall Philtres ; for though to men of up- 
right converſations they may work ho- 
neſt and lawfall effects, yet evill diſpo- 
{ed perſons may convert them to abu- 
ive Uſes, 

6. But by Approximation, tranſplan= 
ation is <ff:&ed,which is performed, if 
to the ſick perſon ſuch things be appli- 
ed which can attra&t the vitall ſpirits 
and aftive beames, & havingſo attra&ted 
them,can unite them to themſelves, and 
correct them; and this is done either by 
application of plants, ana their parts, 
dr of beaſts, birds or the like. As if you

hat hath a feaver when it is aſleep, the-y= 


owcumber will wicher and the child 
ill be cured; fo ſome uſe to applye 
young whelps to the feer of children, fick 
n their Cradle; ſo doves cloven in the

feer, doc by attraction reGihie the preter- 
natural heat diffuſed through all the 
body , and remove all pains , being 
after the ſame manner applyed to ſeveral 
parts. Soe the fundament of an hen 
plucked bare, and applyed to the bi- 
ting of a viper, freeth the body from the 
venome, and the hen ſwells (and if 
not cured ) dyeth ſooner then if the had 
been bit by che Viper. All which things 
ace done by no other means then 
Magnetiſme. Moreover experience tells 
that ſome diſcaſes infe& by approxi 
mation 3 for the ſpirit inſinuating ir felf 
into the body communicates an evill 
diſpolition to its brother ſpirit. And 
we may eafily perceive how love Is be 
gotten by approximation, eſpecially be- 
rve:n them who by ſweat communi- 
cate their ſpirits, and lying in the ſame 
bed by a long Circulation as it were of 
ſpiri:s lead almoſt the ſame ]ife. But that 
this doth nor alwaies happen, is long of 
the reaſonable ſoule which commands 
the affections as ſuperiour to them : yet 
this hinder not our Art;bur here forget 
an obje&ion of fome validitysfor ic may 
be ſaid, If diſeaſes may be ſo cured by 
ax proxilmation, how then happy it 
enat 
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hathe that gives the infeion to another 
;s not cured himſelfe?for anſwer, firſtir is 
o be confidered what, & what manner 
ff diſeaſes they be that are moſt com- 
unicated to men by infe&ion; neither 
7ould 1 ſay that every diſeaſe may by 
ranſplantation be communicated to e- ” & 
ery beaft; I defire here but co ſearch 
hat diſeaſes of themſelves and their - 
»wne nature are fitted for it. And ſuch 
liſeaſes are of three kinds ; the firſt con< 
its in a ſubtile preternaturall heat, noc 
enemous, which when ic can quickly 
nd ſuddenly infinnate it ſelf into

And theſe pro- 
rties are here aſcribed unto heate in 
ſpect of the ſubjett in which iclies hid;

verthrow the temperature of the body 
Ry and of this kind is the Lepreſie ani 
: French Pox, Now having layed thi 
ground. I ſay that in the two firſt kind 
why the body infe&ting another is! nc 
thereby releaſed it ſelf, this is the cauid 
The infe&tion ſuddenly communicate 
doth in an inſtant change the body th 
receives it, and being wholly infec 
it cannot correct another, bart rathe 
hurts it. And therefore wee ſee whe 
many are ſick of the Plagae in one houl 
hardly one cfcapesz for the diſcaſc 
ſtrengthned by being circulated fro! 
one to another, whereas if there be bl 
one infeted, there is more hope of h 
| LECOVE 
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recovery. And therefore that care and 
aſtome is much to be commended, that 
allots a ſeveral houſe to every particular 


perſon infefted. But ic is contrary to 
Wn Feavers; for it hath been obſer- 


red that if one be infeqed by ano- 
her, the infefor is ofcen and pre- 
ently freed, and ſo it goes ſucceſſively 
hrough the houſe till ic comes to the 
aft, who ſeldome eſcapes and very hard- 
y. And this confirmes our dofrine ye- 
y mach. And ic happens thus, when 
he weakeſt body falls fick ficſt.jAs to the 
hird kind, the reaſon why the body in- 
ting is not alwaies cured (beſides 
what hath been ſaid) is this, becauſe 
hoſe confirmed diſeaſes have ſo changs 
dthe whole habit of the body,that it is 
ery difficult, nay almoſt impoſlible 
o reſtore it ; but in the beginning, that 
ome (rhough impiouſly ) have been 
reed from theſe diſeaſes, as is known 
dy experience and the confeſſion of di- 
ers that have tranſplanted them, as 
a the Frexch Pox, by lying with many 
vomen.But theſe are deteftable waies,yet 
ney ſtrengthen and make good our Art:

New application Is two ways per- 


formed;either by impoſition or ap» 
plication. Impolition is when ſomg

{ome agreeable Compoſition, and there 
left to remaine till thy defire be accom- 
pliſhed.

wardly applied to the body or to the 
art affe&ed, or when the cure is inten- 
dedco be done by phyſical appenfions or 
by wearing things about one. And theſe 
are called Zenextons, Amulets,or Sigilla's, 
of which vide Baptiſt Porta in Magia na- 
| M:vrali, lib. 4. and Ofwaldus Crollius 
in his Baſilica Chymica under the title of 
Peſtilentiale ; of theſe there is no want a+ 
zongſt the common Authors and pro- 
eſſors of Phyfick, which are extant in a 
opious manner, though they being al- 
together or for the moſt part ignorant 
f the cauſes, do aſcribe unto thcm I 
now not what, firſt and ſecond quali- 
ies, never ſeeking further intothe true 
caſons thereof. Alſo the time of ga- 
hering of herbs-and planes for this ap- 
lication is neceſſary to be obſerved ; 
Ir if thou gather herbs, rootes or 
plants for Amulets, experience tels us 
hat certaine rules can hardly bee ſet 
lowne 3 only this 1 will adde chat if 
hou gather herbs for the diſeaſes or 
haines of the head, thou muſt not ga- 
her them as thou doſt herbs for the 
ower parts, but contrary, as thou doſt 
, {ſarum for a purgative; but much of this

alſo if any one would cure wounds by 
magnetiſme and that by appolition, it 
will be in vaine, unlefſe he firſt ſuffer the 
Magnetick herbs to putrifie in the 
ground:tor that means frees the virtue,% 
inakes ine operation powerfull. And 
Jo-ke-that in no operations thou uſe 
dry herbs, it thou canſt procure green 
ones 2; but if neceliity doe conſtrain thee 
to uſe dry ; then-remember to macerate 
them in their ovin water before thou uſe 
them.

His is the profoundeſ} ſecret in this 

Art, and of greateſt uſe; for many 
things that ſeeme impoſſible in nature 
are eaſily by this accumpliſhed, I need 
not a przambular recommendation 
thereof; for he that knowes any thing in 
this Art, muſt needs acknowledge that 
not onely we, but nature her ſelfe works 
magnetically in the greateſt part of her 
ſublime operations : though we be ſo. 
cxcutiated that we perceive her not.But 
to our purpoſe, know then thatI am 
not Ignorant, that there may be divers 
magnets; all tending to one and the 
ſame end. ] will fet down firſt ewo prin- 
ctpall ones, then addea third moſt con- 
ſonant to reaſon : and laftly a 4th found 


out 
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made one not to be contemned. He 
cook the ordure of a found man; and 
dryed itin a ſhady place ; for ſo it loſt 
the ſtench and excrementitions moi- 
ſture; a portion of the ſpirit aforeſaid he 
kept, which he by a word apt & fignihi- 
cant enough calls ſulphur ; which be- 
ing dried he kept for bis uſe. And this 
matter or the preparation thereof can- 
not be denied;for a magnet ſo prepared 
doth copioufly attra& the ſpirits ; nei» 
ther will we envlouſly deterre any one 
from the prattice thereof becauſe ir is 
not of our invention.For the ſecond,It 
is nothing elfe but dryed mans fleſh ;the 
which was a long time preferved & con- 
cealed clofely by Dofor Flood, which 


as he ſaid, being applied to the region, 


of the heart, would fo violently attra& 
that it could not long be endured ; but 
ic muſt be taken from the body of a man 
that dycs a violent death; and if it be 
poſlible, whiles he is warm. But this be- 
ing ſomething difficult to obtain, will 
for the third ſhew you a better, and to 
be had with no ſach cruelty. Take then 
the blood of a ſound man or men, as 
much asthou canſt get. It is not material 

whether 


out of ſome of Paracelſus words hath 
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whether you take it, all at one time or 
at many 3 permit this blood to congeal, 
then pour off the water ſwimming alofc, 
and keepit ; and when ic is coagulated, 
dry it in the ſhade, and then irrigate and 
moiſten it with the fame water poured 
off it, and ſo dry it, doing ſo till the 
dry blood hath drunk up all the water, 
and then being dry, keep it for thy uſe. 
For the Fourth,which in a manner doth 
comprehend the whole body of man, 
Take therefore a great quanticy of mans 
Ordure, bur of a ſound man, and with 
the urine of the ſame man bring it to 
the confiſtence of a Paltice ; add tos 
it as much ſweat as thou canſt get , 'ta- 
ken from ſound bodies with linnen 
cloths or a ſpunge ; put them altoggher 
in a clean place in the ſhade till th&be 
dry ; chen adde as much freſh blood to 
them, and incorporate them altogether, 
and ſet them to dry again ; and if any 
water ſwim 04 the top, decant it, and 
keep it in a veflel very well ſhut ; and 
when the aforeſaid materials are dry, 
imbibe them again with this decanted 
water,and ſo dry it ; and repeatthis fo 
often , ti]l the maſs have drunk up all 
the water.

there the Magnettill it be Impregna- 
ted with the vita] ſpiric ; then re 
move it and immediately uſe it, accors- 
ding to the precepts glven in the Chap- 
ter of ow ogg on 3 but be ſure to 
doe it ſpeedily , for feare the ſpirit be 
diflipated by ſome external and more 
powerful cauſe; for then Tranſplanta- 
tion will be in vain attempred. 

And if the Patient be not curcd ar 
the firſt , doe it againe, and ſo thou 
ſhalt have thy defired effe& ; and mark 
well that Chapter of Eranſplancation; 
for very, ftrange and incredible ſecrets 
may thereby be brought to paſſe. Lec 
not then ignorance reproach this Art; 
for if what hath been before delivered, 
be well and rightly underflood , many 
rare experiments will caſily be attained.

this may be ſome c2uſe (together with 
the freſh Airs ſalubrity ) why Coun- 
try people are of a ſounder conftitu- 
tion, and live longer then Citizens 
for the Citizens permit ard ſuffer their 
Excrements to putrehie in leiftals, or oalt

ore we have given a caveat to take heed 
Wt che excrements of diſcaſcd perſons;

So whatſoever difeaſes are uſual in 
this Art, may all be cured by the urine, 
though the better if there be other pre 
parations particular. 

Now as in the Chapter of the Ordure, 
ſo here it ſhall not be impertinent to 
adde fome Cautions : And firft take 
heed you ufe not to let your children 
pifl? in the fire; for it is a conſtant re 
ceived opinion amongſt Nurſes , that 
by ijuch meanes they get the Nephrie 
tick diicaſe, or the ſtone and gravel, 
Secondly, that they doe not pifſe upon 
ſharp and venemous herbs, or ſuch as 
by their occult quality doe violently 
provoke nrine ; for from hence proceeds 
tie cxulceration of the Reines and 
Bladder ; neither would I willingly 
make water in a chamberpot where any 
man infefred with any loathſome dif 
eaſe of thoſeparts had made his water 
in before, or ſuffer my urine to ferment 
with his 3 for to a weak body much 
hurt may come thereby, and to the ſic 
as much good, nay health, if there bt 
any ſpecifical added againſt the diſeaſe;

It ought, thou wilt bring a weakneſfe 
upon the part from whence the hair was 
taken, which can be by no other means 
but becauſe of the violence of the Me- 
dicine, the parts being reſolved further 
then Nature can permit, are injured : 
adde to confirm this truth , that haires 
are known to grow long after _— 
when 


hen as there is no ConcoGtion ; and 
ercfore they muſt needs proceed from 
che body \reſolved , which reſolutions 
are added to the haires by the vital ſpi- 
ric, which is ſtill there remaining ; for 
dy any other meanes this addition can-

Re- 
port hath told us how Love hath been 
procured by meanes of hair burned in 
a candle Aﬀtrologically made ; which 
though I queſtion not but ic was mix- 
ed with a deale of ſuperfluous and ſu- 
perſticious fopperies, yet I that ever was 
accuſtorned to reduce ſuch operations 'Y 
wichin the confines and poſlibility of 
natural cauſes, do abſolutely conclude 
that thoſe ſuperſtitions were nothing 
but diabolical deluftons , and nothing 
pertinent nor prevalent to the produ= 
Gon of the effets : Likewiſe we have 
known many diſeaſes (otherwiſe incu- 
rable) 


v/ 
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rable) cured by haires, eſpecially being 
caken from the parts affeted,beipg 
putrefied, and mixed with thing 
and ſo implanted into Plant ſo if the 
haires be taken from the-principalFE. 
munG&ories, no doubt, being well pre- 
pared, they will cure all, or moſt dil. 
eaſes : Then for advice, I would have 

ou to be more careful, and not ſo care 
lely to ſcatter your haire up and 
downe, which may doe much wrong, 
nor yet to burne them ; for Experi- 
ence will ſhew you that burning of 
them doth much impedite the growth 
but bury them in ſome wholſome 
ground if they be any quantity , ad- 
ding to them things good to firengthen 
the head, which will much conduce to 
your health,

ner of their proceeding ;z for-they han- 
ged abour Beafts or Fiſhes, a d o le 
them goealive , which ſecmes too raw 
to have any Tranſplantation effe&ed; 
therefore we adviſe, that ſome Speci- 
ficks may be added, and that Fermen- 
ration may be uſed , the ſooner and 
more eff:&ually to make good our ope- 
rations : And for the Teeth, you may 
alſo uſe as you doe the parings ; but 
they rather ſeem to have in them a pre- 
vention of cure; for they are produced 
and made of a moſt ſolid firong ſub- 
ſtance, as we may ſee by them that have 
been long buried, whoſe teeth are ſoun- 
der then any other bones; and therefore 
chey iſſue our bur few ſpirits, and hard- 
Iy multiplyable by Arr ; yer becauſe 
they laſt long ſound, and alwayes fend 
one {ome, though ſome ſmall portion 
of the ſpirit, they are fit for durable ef- 
feats, which require no great quantity 
of {pirits.

times comes a wateriſh and undigeſte 
matter, which is ſowriſh, and immedi 
ately proceeds from the ftomach to the 
mouth , which containeth ſome part 
of corrupted nutriment, which ſom 
will have to be a ſpecies, and of the 
kinds of ſpitcle. All theſe, becauſe thy 
have made ſome ſtay in the body”, dot
